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When Equality Is Inequality 
T 


HE National Woman's party, that brisk minority of militant 


suffragists so skillful in the use of publicity, is again seek- 


ing the "spotlight" by its advocacy of new equality laws. Al- 
ready a constitutional amendment and a bill for consideration 
by several legislatures have been proposed. 
These are beinjr 


advocated in the name of a fictitious equality which is actual 
inequality. 


Their constitutional amendment is inherently dangerous. 


Its obvious purpose is the entirely praiseworthy one of removing 
all the discriminations against women which linger in the laws. 
Its actual effect would be to put in jeopardy all social legisla- 
tion designed to protect women in industry. Sex and marriage 
would be eliminated from the consideration of lawmakers if 
the amendment were passed. 
• 


That would be a brutal act. White lead, for example, af- 


fects women differently from men—it injures the child-bearing 
function. The legislator who refused to acknowledge that sex 
difference would be an ignorant churl. Yet the Woman's party 
would not permit a law-making body to give thot to the facts 
of physiology. Working women have babies. In order to safe- 
guard the health of such mothers and of their children many 
laws have been passed. The Woman's party is willing to have 
all these wiped off the books. It prefers the word equality to 
the fact of equality. Women in industry cannot have equal pro- 
tection with men until the law gives them greater protection. 


In the bill offered to the New York legislature the Wo- 


man's party does make an effort to safeguard protective labor 
laws. Whether or not the section designed to accord immunity 
to industrial legislation has actual meaning is a matter for jur- 
ists to decide. The bill should not be pressed until every doubt 
is dissipated. All reasonable people favor the removal of every 
real discrimination against woman from the statute books, but 
it would be a tragedy lightly to destroy the social legislation 
which generations have erected. 


Until they prove that they are not coldly willing to injure 


the hundreds of thousands of women who must work in factor- 
ies, the privileged femininists are entitled to no consideration 
for their own legislative short cuts. As affairs stand they are, 
the ally of every tory industrial interest in the land. That is a1 
poor position for women who.are uttering the shibboleths of ai 
democracy.

The Moral Of Newberry 
THE folly and wrong committed in order to elect Newberry 


call to the fore a question which has been imperfectly con- 


sidered in this country. How much money can be legitimately 
spent in an election? -What, for example, is the proper limit to 
the expenditures of senatorial candidates? 


Certain kinds of expenditures ought perhaps, to be for- 


bidden altogether. A candidate ought probably not be per- 
mitted to hire professional politicians to work for him. If such 
investments are permitted, a rich contestant might conceivably 
hire all the known political organizers. The practice is immoral 
for the same reason that gambling is immoral—its consequences 
are deleterious to the-community. 


T.J 5?en v! that kind of expenditure and others intrinsically 
objectionable were forbidden, it would still be possible to spend 
very large sums. Advertising and publicity, with the rent oi 
halls and the hire of bands, could consume large fortunes. 
.Nothing is inherently sinful in political advertising. 
With the 


great growth of population, a candidate cannot hope to be 
known by all of the electorate. The written word m«t be in- 
voiced. The issue here is purely one of degree. 


It is conceivable that a candidate should honestly expend 


a million dollars in purveying information about himself to 
the people of Ohio. If he regarded his candidacy as a com- 
modity he might rent billboards, fill the "papers with descrip- 
tions of his virtues, circularize the voters, and so run thru a 
Kings ransom. But enormity would render that intolerable
